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Director’s Report 


Eleventh Triennial Convention of Concordia Historical Institute 
June 20, 1959, San Francisco, Calif. 


Prosperity will be our downfall! 
But, I must hastily add, it is not 
financial! Rather our prosperity is 
of a material and setvice nature. In 
the full sense of the term we have 
become a setvice institution of 
Synod; in another, a depository of 
inexhaustible riches of historical 
stores. The achievements in both of 
these areas in particular would ful- 
fill the fondest dreams of our pro- 
genitors. Our collection today is of 
the type which no one dare ignore 
when studying the problems and 
developments of The Lutheran 
Church — Missouri Synod. The 
thousands of people who have used 
our collection or were benefited by 
it during the past triennium amply 
testify to that. 

Precisely since this is true, pros- 
perity is more than we can bear. Fi- 
nancially we have not kept pace, and 


consequently our staff and facilities 


ate inadequate, causing undue 
strains and tensions both on flesh 
and blood and on brick and concrete. 
This need not surprise anyone. 
Organized historical collecting in 
our Synod will be half a century old 
in the spring of 1960. With his 


charming modesty, the old, beloved 
patriarch, Ludwig Fuerbringer, an- 
nounced that “Concordia Historical 
Society” had been organized in the 
spring of 1910. The majority of the 
paying members (25 cents a year) 
wete St.Louis seminary students; 
others, too, elsewhere immediately 
rendered enthusiastic support. Dr. 
A. L. Graebner’s dream of 1893 had 
been fulfilled! The first spontaneous 
spurt, nevertheless, did not carry 
sufficient energy to pull the strug- 
gling organization through the next 
decade. However, a collection was 
begun; many of our prized manu- 
scripts and other memorabilia date 
back to that time. 

In 1927 the historical collections 
of the “Konkordia Historische Ge- 
sellschaft” were transferred to the 
present organization, including the 
treasury of $50. 

The purpose of the original society 
was almost identical with ours. Arti- 
cle I, paragraph 2, stated: “The pur- 
pose shall be to create and further 
a general interest in the history of 
the Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and 
Other States; to encourage historical 
research and to make these results 
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known; to collect and preserve mem- 
orable items of all sorts which per- 
tain to the history of said Synod 
and its members.” 


Exceptionally Lean 


The life and services of the “Ge- 
sellschaft” are enshrouded in con- 
siderable mystery. Precisely what it 
did and how it functioned is not 
known in the absence of records and 
reports. In recognition, however, of 
Dr. Fuerbringer’s yeoman’s work, he 
was elected the vice-president when 
the work experienced complete reor- 
ganization in 1927. Even then fol- 
lowed years—almost 15 to 20— 
when the “Society,” now “Institute,” 
barely survived. Exceptionally lean 
financial years followed, when the 
budget per year rarely exceeded 
$1,000, and usually was less. This 
is the cost of the total operations 
today for a two-week period. Re- 
search and reference services were 
almost unknown at that time, and 
aside from a few tenacious scholars 
no one directed his historical queries 
to C.H.I. In contrast, we are aver- 
aging almost as many inquiries in 
a single day at present as were te- 
ceived during one year in the past. 


Accessions continued at a trickle 
of a few hundred pieces annually. 
This in contrast is the average day’s 
“take” of about 150 pieces today. 
We are experiencing more visitors 
a month than were received all year 
then. Whereas a part-time man 
served at first, today we have a little 
more than a total of 4 full-time 
workers. Interesting as these com- 
parisons are, they are particularly im- 


portant and need underscoring be- 
cause the drastic increase of staff and 
finances have not kept pace with 
services rendered to researchers and 
visitors. The load carried by today’s 
staff is practically doubled in com- 
parison with our early history. 


Weakness in the Work 
1. The crusading spirit has de- 


clined. A serious handicap of insti- a | 


tutionalizing the institute has already 
begun its process. The four basic 
factors often associated with institu- 
tionalization have manifested them- 
selves: specialization, a hierarchy of 
authority, a system of rules, and im- 
personality. Naturally, as the work 
becomes more involved in reaching 
out, in serving upwards of 12,000 
people annually, marks of institu- 
tionalization set in. More particu- 
larly impersonality is the weak link 
in our current work. The zealous, 
personal spirit which collected ma- 
terials, and the spontaneous appeal 
for financial support are gone. Who 
will make the local appeal for his- 
torically important materials and 
financial contributions? This is 
where the deposits of manuscripts 
are and the individuals interested in 
supporting the work with member- 
ships, larger contributions, memorial 
wreaths, and special gifts. Out- 
wardly we present a glowing picture. 
Services are on the increase, and the 


-basic financial problems are met. 


This definitely, however, is not the 
process by which continued extensive 
collections are developed and pre- 
served. The present staff is inade- 
quate to the tasks which more appro-

' Priately belong to a “circuit rider” 
who can travel the length and 
breadth of the country in order to 
“scout around” for historical objects 
and manuscripts, or to a “propa- 
_ gandist” who makes an appeal from 
» community to community for finan- 
cial support. Both of these tasks 
must be performed by spontaneous 
and enthusiastic local workers. In 
fact, frequently only such a local 
' worker known to his neighbors can 
be successful. Hence we need 
a greater local participation of our 
membership and must strive for 
a greater development of a chapter 
_ program.

Another sociological factor has 
~ been operative in our midst. A move- 
_ ment or an organization may arouse 
hostility or ridicule during its early 
stages. We have experienced this. 
- Subsequently, however, a larger 
group may permit an organization, 
even if only by default, to become 
established and attain at least some 


of its first objectives. This we have 


also experienced. The dangers exist 
that when a group has reached this 
point, it may become complacent and 
self-satisfied with its achievements 
and never go beyond its initial steps. 
As an historical research organization 
we have arrived, but now it is neces- 
sary that we move and expand into 
new fields of operation unless we 
want to experience retrogression. 

2. Failure to see the vertical di- 
mension of the church. Perhaps no- 
where outside the local parish does 
church work allow such broad per- 
spective both in the horizontal and 
in the vertical dimension as ours. It 
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is such a simple matter to look upon 
the history of the church as being 
defined by a limited era, shall we say, 
100 years ago. The events that hap- 
pened yesterday for many of our 
people are not “church historical.” 
On the other hand church history 
may be defined by still others as 
events that happened in the great, 
hazy, distant past and about which 
one can only read in printed books. 
The everyday occurrences, interac- 
tions, correspondence, and docu- 
ments arising out of our daily living 
with one another are not termed 
church history. 


Invert this. When we look at the 
church as church, this defines for 
some the 200 to 300 people with 
whom they worship on a Sunday 
morning. For others it may be a com- 
bination of several local parishes or 
even the “church” in convention 
assembled. Thus whatever does not 
fit into this limited definition of the 
church is not church history. Dis- 
secting church history becomes one 
of the great drawbacks with which 
our institute must operate. We fail 
to see that the vertical as well as 
the horizontal dimension of the 
church, the church past, the church 
present, and the church future all 
belong to the body of Christ. The 
cemetery and the pew are “church,” 
and their study is “church history.” 
This broad scope of historical con- 
cern, and for us this spells a period 
of more than 300 years, explains in 
part why our funds must be in- 
creased and why we need the zealot 
to assist us. 


When we spend an average of 


100 


$25,000 a year on historical matters 
in our Synod, it must be borne in 
mind, we do not serve the present 
generation only; these funds are de- 
voted to the acquisition, mainte- 
nance, restoration, availability, of 
materials for a much greater period. 
Thus to speak in terms of spending 
some 10 cents a year per member for 
this work is fallacious. Our subject 
matter continues to increase more 
drastically and radically than any 
other service department of Synod. 
In our work we never experience any 
losses but only accessions. Thus our 
field continues to grow from year 
to year, making the tasks more dif_i- 
cult as time goes on. 


3. Our financial support is inade- 
quate. We are intensely grateful to 
The Lutheran Church — Missouri 
Synod and the Lutheran Laymen’s 
League for the marvelous and mag- 
nificent financial support both 
groups have rendered. With these 
funds we are able to take care of the 
normal routine services and activities. 
But this is only a recent develop- 
ment. For example, in the area of 
rehabilitation and restoration, funds 
have become available only in the 
past five years. Manuscripts, mu- 
seum pieces, and books which cried 
for repair prior to that time received 
no further attention than the recog- 
nition that they were deteriorating 
rapidly. On many of our annual 
appropriations we cannot expect to 
backtrack because the funds are in- 
adequate. Putting our wealth of val- 
uable Saxon Immigration documents 
and records alone into permanent 
research condition would cost ap- 
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proximately $1,000. Our annual 
appropriation for rehabilitation and 
restoration amounts to $200. 

‘The same applies also to the work 
of binding periodicals and pamphlets — 
and replacing bindings on worn-out — 
books. Only for the past few years 
have we been able to spend a small 
sum for binding purposes. The re- 
sult is that we have gotten very far 
behind, and to catch up at this late 
date with a small appropriation is 
impossible. An area that has been 
particularly neglected because of 
lack of funds is that of the prepara- 
tion of inventories, guides, and in- 
dexes. The only good index in our 
building after 32 years of existence 
is the index to the Quarrerty. A 
seminary fellowship for the past two 
years fortunately directed two grad- 
uate students into the area of inven- 
torying the Walther correspondence. 
After two years of excellent work 
this one correspondence collection 
still has not been put into such a con- 
dition that individual letters of Wal- 
ther are readily available to the re- 
search man. These inventories and 
guides are costly propositions, and 
our budget, while allowing for some 
work, does not exhaust either the 
needs or resources available. Rather 
we have been slipping behind. 

4. We need a larger staff. The 
routine tasks of supplying historical 
information to inquirers in the field 


-alone has become almost overwhelm- 


ing in the last year or so. There have 
been weeks and even months on end 
when the undersigned has been ex- 
clusively involved in doing research 
for others and compiling this infor- 
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mation and transmitting it by letter. 


The same, then, is also naturally true’ 


for the only full-time secretary on 
our staff. There have been equal 
periods where she has been unable 
to do any more than transcribe re- 
search reports. 

Though we have always attempted 
to religiously follow the 72-hour 
policy of answering all mail, it has 
been physically impossible to do so. 
In fact, we registered 13 requests for 
historical information in one day’s 
mail. These requests are not of the 
simple type which can be answered 
with yes or no. In some cases they 
requite as much as three and four 
days of research for a proper answer. 
Where will the funds come from for 
a larger staff? It is true, some of 
the research time could be cut down 
materially, if our vast and rapidly 
growing collection could be indexed 
as materials are being received. Thus 
far, however, research remains on 
a personal, specialized level which 
must be handled almost exclusively 
by the director. 


We are grateful for the excellent 
student staff which gave liberally of 
time and talent during the past sev- 
eral years. The versatility of talent 
and interest of the average Semi- 
narian has been a real asset to the 
work. This question has frequently 
been raised: If you have about 10 
students serving on the staff, why 
not eliminate almost all of them and 
get a full-time person? At first 
glance this may seem like a wonder- 
ful solution. However, a considera- 
tion of the versatile services these 
Seminarians render will convince 
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anyone that these talents cannot be 
found embodied in one single in- 
dividual. as 

The staff and building facilities 


are inadequate. We have received 


more historical materials in the two 
years — 1957 and 1958— than in 
all previous years from 1927—56 
combined. Naturally some of the 
material that enters the building is 
also discarded at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. In fact, during the last 12 
months the scrap-paper collectors 
have become regular patrons of our 
building. Materials are carefully 
scrutinized and studied for possible 


At first glance, the stack room at Con- 
cordia Historical Institute may easily take 
on the appearance of any other library 
room, but upon close investigation the 


hundreds of rare and priceless books, 
manuscripts, and prints soon become evi- 
dent. Because of the volume of materials 
received (the total receipts for one year 
recently equaled the total receipts of all 
previous years combined), the facilities 
for filing and storage will soon have to 
be augmented 
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addition to the collection. If they do 
not meet the necessary standards, 
they are discarded. In spite of all 
this the accession rate still has con- 
tinued at an all-time high. At the 
time our building was constructed 
(1952) we were confident that stor- 
age and other facilities would be ade- 
quate for a period of 10 years. 
Already now we have reached the 
saturation point. Our stack area is 
filled 95 per cent; our storage facili- 
ties, 100 per cent; our office space 
and work areas are used to ovet- 
crowding. All of this spells building 
expansion. But it becomes intensely 
difficult in view of a $12,000 debt 
still hanging over the present con- 
struction project, another $8,000 
unfinished air-conditioning project in 
the present building, and a $9,000 
stack installation. How does one 
proceed from here? This is part of 
the story to which we referred initi- 
ally when we said that our material 
prosperity is causing our downfall. 


Library — Archives — Museum 


The heart and core of our work 
centers in these three areas. It is part 
of our story of prosperity to point 
out that we are doing better than 
ever before, particularly in two 
areas — accessions and setvices ren- 
dered. Today it is almost automatic 
that congregations as well as pastors 
and teachers celebrating an anni- 
versary submit histories or biograph- 
ical sketches for the files. Synodical 
executives in ever-increasing number 
are sending materials pertaining to 
the various departments fairly regu- 
larly. Accessions consist of manu- 
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scripts, reports, photographs, books, 
and pamphlets. The number of con- 
tributors has increased drastically in 
the past several years. 

We have been privileged to de- 
velop one of the best research 
libraries and archives pertaining to 
Lutheranism in America. Today we 
are fairly safe in saying, “If it per- 
tains to Missouri Synod Lutheran- 
ism, we have it.” In addition, our 
collection also contains the basic 
tools to an understanding of other 
Lutheran bodies in America. 

Our stackroom now contains ap- 
proximately 125,000 manuscripts and 
upwards of 35,000 books and 
pamphlets. They are of little value 
unless they are used. It has always 
been of the greatest concern to me 
to make the collections as serviceable 
as possible. In the absence of self- 
explanatory guides and inventories 
this has been rather a time-consum- 
ing task. In the case of many con- 
tacts with local historians, untrained 
in the art, this task has developed 
into a counseling session or into the 
task of interpreting the necessary 
facts for them. 


Since the first exhibits were pre- 
pared in 1953, we have produced an 
average of four or five a year. The 
objectives of our special exhibits are 
to acquaint cur people more inti- 
mately with the founders and patti- 
archs of the church and to develop 


-in them a deeper appreciation for the 


synodical heritage and blessing. For 
the period from 1956 to 1958 14 spe- 
cial displays and exhibits were pre- 
pared, all dealing with the far-flung 
activities of Synod. Five were of

a general nature, three pertained to 
the educational system of Synod, 
three concentrated on great leaders 
in Synod, two were confined to the 
home and special missions, and one 
to foreign mission activities. 

A Museum Extension Service has 
also been put into operation by the 
Board. Lutherans in various areas 
of the country have called upon us 
to supply them with foreign mission 
materials and other historical pieces 
in connection with rallies, seminars, 
and conferences. 


Microfilm and Photocopy 


Continued profound gratitude is 
due the Lutheran Laymen’s League, 
and especially its executive director, 
Paul W. Friedrich, for the consistent 


and effective support rendered our 


microfilm program. Without this 
aid it would have been absolutely 
impossible to prepare the amount of 
records now available. We have been 
privileged to build one of the most 
extensive Lutheran microfilm collec- 
tions in America. 
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A guide has been prepared for the 
use of this collection, and copies were 
sent to various interested individuals 
and depositories. It is interesting to 
see how this guide has already in- 


creased the use of film in our collec- 


ticn. Since we have only one mictro- 
film reader in the building, research- 
ers frequently must make advance 
reservation for its use. 


Publications 


The only journal of American 
Lutheran history currently published 
in America still is and remains our 
ConcorpiA HistoricaL INstTITUTE 
QUARTERLY, now in its 32d volume. 
The third and present editor, Dr. 
Carl S. Meyer, became the pilot of 
the journal with the summer 1956 
(XXIX, No. 2) issue. Two associ- 
ate editors and an editorial commit- 
tee assist him in this work. The cir- 
culation currently hovers around the 
1,000 mark. We regret that the size 
of the journal had to be reduced 
from 48 to 32 pages with the April 
1958 (XXXI, No.1) issue. In- 
creased publishing costs made this 
mandatory in view of our policy that 
the subscribers pay for the total pub- 
lication costs. 

The Message from Headquarters 
has been issued since June 15, 1955, 
when Dr. A. C. Stellhorn produced 
the first number. Since then it has 
been received favorably by our mem- 
bership and been requested on a per- 
manent basis by any number of pub- 
lic institutions. We believe that it 
has achieved its purpose of serving 
as a connecting link between our 
membership and the institute by 
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supplying information that normally 
would not find its way into the pages 
of the QuARTERLY. 

A brochure entitled “The Ar- 
chives of the Saints,” outlining the 
wants and the services of the insti- 
tute, was prepared in the spring of 
1957. The booklet has already gone 
a far way in assisting our people to 
dispose of valuable historical re- 
sources and also in overcoming the 
hesitant inquiry, “I don’t know 
whether I should direct this question 
to you or not.” 


Since there is a certain sameness 
in many inquiries and requests for 
information, we have developed 
mimeographed “Bulletins” to dis- 
pense certain pattern information 
more rapidly. “Guidelines for Con- 
gregational Archivists” came first, 
followed by notes on “Bible Collect- 
ing,” on “Gathering Biographical In- 
formation,” on “Collecting Histor- 
ical Information on Congregations,” 
and several others. Naturally this in- 
creases the amount of “form litera- 
ture” which has been issued, but it 
definitely avoids repetitive corre- 
spondence. With our limited staff 
it is essential that we dispatch as 
much information as possible in 
standard forms. 


Staff and Organization 


Administratively we have finally 
reached the stage where “links” are 
established, at least theoretically, on 
all levels of Synod. All of our geo- 
graphical Districts have District 
archivists in charge of special collec- 
tions. In addition, each of our 
foreign mission conferences has 
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also appointed archivists, thus com- 
bining a total of more than 50 re- 
gional archivists. This group meets — 
in a triennial workshop and confer- 
ence. The next conference, the sixth 
in this series, is scheduled for Octo- 
ber 1960. 

In increasing numbers congrega- 
tions have also appointed congrega- 
tional archivists which serve as liai- 
son from the grass roots to the Dis- _ 
trict, to the synodical depository. 
Naturally it becomes easier to obtain 
materials, especially when the system 
becomes completely operative. 

We are also elated to report that 
both the American Lutheran Church 
and the Augustana Lutheran Church 
have appointed their first official ar- 
chivists. Prospects are also good that 
the two major merger movements in 
America will provide for official ar- 
chives as soon as the new churches 
are in operation. This is a new devel- 
opment in Lutheran Church archives 
in America for which we are grate- 
ful. | 

A word must also be said in re- 
gard to our staff. It is with the 
deepest appreciation that I refer to 
the splendid corps of co-workers 
from the full-time secretary, Miss 
Helen Woodruff, to the many stu- 
dent workers who have aided and 
assisted in the work with their spe- 
cialized and varied talents. The 
progress which has been made in 


organizing and servicing our collec- 


tion has been possible only through 
their excellent work. 

In addition, thanks are also due 
to our Women’s Auxiliary, not only 
for the many items contributed to 
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the beautification of our building but 
also for the countless hours of vol- 
unteer services rendered during the 
past triennium. 


We acknowledge with gratitude 
the faithful service rendered by the 


Board of Governors of the Institute 


during the past triennium, and in 


particular we express our apprecia- 
tion for the services rendered by our 
chairman, Dr. Arthur C. Repp, and 
secretary, Dr. Carl S. Meyer.

Future Services 


1. A development of a full-scale 
“children’s history program” where- 
by lectures are presented to the 
school children able to visit our 
building, and separate Fridays are 
set aside during the summer when 
children may receive deeper insights 
and glimpses into the background of 
our church. This work has already 
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been begun, and we are delighted to 
report that the response has been 
gratifying. 

2. In some cases senior citizens 
have already assisted us tremen- 


dously both with their research ma- 


terial and in supplying reminiscences. 
This program must be expanded. 
The Lutheran Laymen’s League, in 
its “Senior Citizens Program,” has 
assured us of complete co-operation 
with historical research, locating his- 
torical resources, writing local his- 
tory, collecting local museum pieces, 
assisting in the preparation of his- 
torical tours, and preserving and pre- 
paring inventories of historical sites. 

3. Though a good beginning has 
been made, much more must be done 
in the area of preparing biblographi- 
cal helps, inventories, guides, and 
indexes to our collections. Such 
guides serve as maps in assisting re- 
search people to locate essential 
items. Such projects cost money. It 
is difficult to use volunteer help, 
primarily because of the long periods 
of training necessary for this spe- 
cialized work. 

4. Because the funds have been 
lacking, we have also been unable 
to prepare the necessary films and 
filmstrips so essential for enlisting 
interest in historical studies and re- 
search. We hope the day is not too 
far distant when progress along this 
line can be reported. 

5. Finally, the greatest need at 
the moment is support for the pro- 
posals presented to this convention 
for adoption. I am referring to the 
synodical Handbook regulations 
concerning the institute as a depart- 
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ment of archives and history of The 
Lutheran Church — Missouri Synod. 
It is indeed most unfortunate that 
this status was not defined back in 
1911, as Dr. Fuerbringer had ori- 
ginally contemplated or at the in- 
stitute’s organization in 1927. 

God has not given us the oppor- 
tunity to foresee the future, except 
the inevitability of death and the 
bliss of heaven. But He did give us 
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the power to look backward into } 
time, down the corridors of history. 
He has given us eyes that can focus 
on the depths of the past — to see 


man’s frailty and sinfulness, but } 


above all His power, wisdom, and — 
grace. Our task is to lengthen this }j 
vision. .

Marie Rabr Haffenreffer 
(Life Member) 


A little more than two years ago 
we reported the passing of one of 
our early life members, Mr. Theo- 
dore C. Haffenreffer of Boston, 
Mass., QuarRTERLY, XXIX (Winter 
1957), 159 £. It is now our sad ob- 
ligation to announce the death of 
Mrs. Haffenreffer, also a life mem- 
ber, who died on Aug. 1, 1959, at 
the home of her sister, Mrs. Au- 
gusta Rahr Hamilton of Manitowoc, 
Wis. The eldest child of Maxi- 
milian Rahr and Ella nee Plening, 
she was born on Aug. 1, 1888, at 
Manitowoc, Wis. In 1911 she grad- 
uated from Wellesley College, Bel- 
mont, Mass. She married Mr. 
Haffenreffer in 1916. 

At the memorial service conducted 
Oct. 15 in the chapel of Wellesley 
College, Mrs. Cynthia Dudley Post, 
former senior alumnae trustee of the 
institution, spoke this tribute to 
Mrs. Haffenreffer: 


But no one who knew her well 
can think of her wholly apart from 
the context of home and family. 

“She raised every aspect of home- 
- making and family relationships to 
a truly fine art, and we can see her 


the mainspring of all that she later 

gave to Wellesley —in a very real 

sense, her larger family. 

And so we find es head of he 
house run in gloriously old-fash- 
ioned, meticulous style, who not 
only knew the precise number of 
everything in her own linen closet 

. but knew equally well the con- 
tents of every building on the 
Wellesley campus. 

Thus she assisted her husband 
as president of the Haffenreffer 
& Company Brewery, and in his 
many other civic and religious 
services. 

In her own right, Mrs. Haffen- 
reffer served her alma mater, Welles- 
ley, in special capacities. She was 
active in the Massachusetts Parent- 
Teachers’ Association, and in the 
YWCA. She had the privilege also 
of serving as one of the very few 
women members of the budget com- 
mittee of the United Community 


Services. Her services to Wellesley 


College began as president of the 
Boston Wellesley Club from 1936 
to 1938, later honorary president, 
and aubceducnly as alumnae trustee. 
Almost immediately she was elected 
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regular trustee of the school, and 
served as a member of the executive 
committee of the trustees from 1940 
until the time of her death. Since 
1956 she was vice-chairman of the 
Board of Trustees — “the only 
woman ever to hold that position.” 


During the war years, 1942 to 
1945, she shared with Dean Ella 
Keats Whiting and Lucy Wilson, 
former Dean of Students, the major 
administrative responsibility of the 
college in the absence of the presi- 
dent, who was on Navy duty. The 
college conferred on her the honor- 
ary LL. D. in 1944, “one of the few 
honorary degrees which Wellesley 
has conferred.” 


Mrs. Haffenreffer became a life 
member of Concordia Historical In- 
stitute on April 4, 1957. She is 
survived by three sons, Theodore C., 
Jr., Frederick W., and John M.; two 
daughters, Mrs. Robert S. Fox and 
Mrs. Robert W. Selle; and grand- 
children.

Who Has 
Buffalo Synod Records? 


It’s an unusual “twist” that one 
of the early Midwestern Lutheran 
synods, which exercised extreme care 
in preserving its documents and man- 
uscripts, should have almost none of 
these records available for further 
study 100 years later. Where are 
the records of the Buffalo Synod? 
Published materials are available in 
ample form. It is manuscript 
material which we are seeking in 
particular. 

Originally composed of congrega- 
tions which were prompted by perse- 
cution in Germany to emigrate to 
America in 1839 under J. A. A. Gra- 
bau, the headquarters of the group, 
as their synodical name indicated, 
was located at Buffalo, N. Y. Other 
member congregations were organ- 
ized in Wisconsin and Ontario. 
Subsequent immigrations were con- 
ducted by Kindermann and Ehren- 
stroem. Because of the controversy 
of the church and ministry between 
the Missouri and the Buffalo Synod, 
considerable interaction and com- 
munication took place. In 1866 
a possible union between the Mis- 
souri Synod and an element of the 
Buffalo Synod was investigated. The 
result was that Missouri received 
into its membership several Buffalo 
congregations, and in other areas, 
Missouri-Buffalo congregations were 
merged. . 
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The Buffalo Synod maintained 
a seminary in Buffalo, called Martin 
- Luther College, established as early 
as 1840. Publications of the synod 
included the proceedings of its con- 
ventions, Kirchliches Informatorium 
and Die Wachende Kirche (1866 to 
?). In 1930, the group merged with 
the Iowa and Ohio Synod to form 
the American Lutheran Church. 

Where are such records as: 1. The 
Grabau papers and correspondence? 
2. The papers and records pertaining 
to Martin Luther College and Sem- 
inary, Buffalo, N. Y.? 3. Sets of the 
official publications of the synod? 
4. The records of some of the early 
congtegations, such as the one in 
Clarence Center, N. Y., and Trinity 
of Freistadt (Thiensville), Wis.? 
5. The sizable collection of Buffalo 
Synod materials begun by Dr. E. 
Denef, formerly of Theresa, Wis. 
Where are these now? 

Typical of the lack of local merger 
records is the story of St. Paul’s Con- 
gregation, Clarence Center, N. Y. 
The congregation was organized in 
1856 and celebrated its centennial 
three years ago. A reunion of Buffalo 
and Missouri elements took place at 
Clarence Center in 1877. Concern- 
ing the early church records, the 
present pastor, Rev. Loren J. Shiley, 
wrote in the early part of this year: 
“The only records we have of the 
change to the Missouri Synod is 
a simple statement in ancient min- 
utes to the effect that both congre- 
gations came together and began 
worship in the then new church we 
are using down to this day. 

“Records of baptisms, marriages, 


and so forth, of the Buffalo Synod 
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unit prior to 1877, and then of the 
Missouri Synod to date are here with 
the only exception of the records of 
two pastors who apparently did not 
believe in soul-accounting on perma- 
nent paper. 

“Records of the baptisms, mar- 
riages, and so forth, of the Missouri 
Synod group which existed for pre- 
cious little time as a separate unit — 
down the road from here one-half | 
mile cannot be located. We cannot 
even find the receipt for the sale of 
that building to the Buffalo Synod, 
which moved it several miles from 
here. Today it stands unoccupied in 
a strongly Roman Catholic area. 

“The situation is roughly this: 
We have the Buffalo Synod records 
prior to the union here, and some- 
where (not even their officials know 
where) they have the records of the 
short-lived Missouri group.” 

Whenever you, members of your 
family, friends or relatives find col- 
lections of manuscript materials in 
your attics, hid away under the eaves . 
of the roof, don’t destroy them! If 
you can’t read them and are in doubt 
about them, please bundle them up 
and send them to the Concordia 
Historical Institute. It happened in 
a personal hunt we made last year 
that we acquired an extremely rare 
copy of an early-published Buffalo 
Synod hymnal and various other 
papers. Only through individual 
co-operation, concern, and interest, 
can these records still be located and 
preserved. Perhaps such records will 
contribute much for a greater self- 
understanding. They may conceiv- 
ably assist us in a better understand- 
ing of the future. A.R.S. 
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Recent Publications 


“Your memory will never die in America, 
and I hope that posterity will read much con- 
cerning you.” These words were the ex- 
‘ptession of esteem to Dr. Henry M. Muh- 
lenberg by Dr. Kunze in 1784, three years 
before the former’s death. Muhlenberg’s 
name will not die among the Lutherans of 
America, nor, we trust, among Americans. 
Few, however, among his posterity or other- 
wise have had a chance to read much con- 
cerning him. The work that Theodore G. 
Tappert and John W. Doberstein have done 
in translating the three volumes of The 
Journals of Henry Melchior Muhlenberg 
(Philadelphia: Muhlenberg Press, 1942—58) 
did much in providing reading about Muhlen- 
berg for his posterity—all Lutherans in 
America. Volume three, extending from the 
yeats 1777 to 1787 in double-column pages, 
completes these Journals. This is a monu- 
mental work, carefully done in the best tra- 
dition of scholarship. 

Now comes a “sifting,” as the translators 
and editors call it. About five per cent of the 
total bulk of Muhlenberg’s Journals has been 
selected and edited by Tappert and Dober- 
stein and published as The Notebook of a 
Colonial Clergyman (Philadelphia: Muhlen- 
berg Press, 1959). The 250 pages of this 
book, to be had for $3.50 also from Con- 
cordia Publishing House, are fascinating read- 
ing. They begin with Muhlenberg’s arrival 
in Charlestown on 22 September 1742 and 
go down to the time of his death (they end 
on 29 September 1787; Muhlenberg died on 
7 October 1787). The years of the Revolu- 
tionary War are particularly rich in human- 
interest details. Yet the “sifting” is not 
meant to highlight certain periods or out- 
standing events. It gives a truly representative 
sampling of the Journals. 


Observations about the Negroes and slavery, 
travel condit‘ons, the cost of living, the prob- 
lems of individuals, family tensions, diseases 
and their cures or reputed cures, parish affairs, 

affairs of other Lutherans in America, all are 

recorded here. It would take an individual de- 
void of interest in human beings and totally 
unconcerned about the past who would not 
find these pages arresting. 

Muhlenberg’s common sense, acute judg- 
ments, ability to deal with people, love for 
the church, industry, and his readiness to 
serve are evident in these pages, found there 
in the artlessness and honesty of the writer. 
The book commends itself for reading to 


every Lutheran and will whet his appetite 
for the Journal. C.S.M 


The church in the dispersion a century ago 
forms the basic substance of a monograph by 
Martin Schmidt, Wort Gottes und Fremdlings- 
schaft: Die Kirche yor dem Auswanderungs- 


problem des 19. Jahrhunderts (Rothenburg: 
Martin Luther Verlag, 1955). The author, 
instructor at the Kirchliche Hochschule, Ber- 
lin-Zehlendorf, Germany, treats particularly 
the immigrating elements of the Saxon, Fran- 
conan, and Hanoverian churches between 
1835 and 1855. To set the pattern for the 
entire relationship between the mother church 
and the struggling churches in Midwest 
America a century ago, the author spends 
considerable time demonstrating Wilhelm 
Loehe’s position on the doctrine of the church 
as the body of Christ. Geographical separa- 
tion could not possibly separate individual 
members from the body. Thus the church 
reaches out through the Word, is operative 
through the sermon, catechetical instructions, 
and pastoral ministrations. Thus the church 
and inner missions are inseparable. 


Another intimate union existed in the mind 
of Loehe between the Lutheran and the 
mother tongue. He expressed fears about the 
end results of translating Lutheranism into the 
English language. As a consequence Loehe 
instructed his “missioners” to insist on the 
use of the German language as the purest 
voice for the transmission of true Lutheran- 
ism. Schmidt oversimplifies and overempha- 
sizes (p. 77) that Loehe broke the relation- 
ship with the Ohio Synod and support of the 
Columbus Seminary when that Synod passed 
its resolution to provide English instruction at 
the institution. 


The author renders a most useful insight 
into the impact of the “missioner” on the 
scattered Lutherans in America. The church 
has very definite responsibilities toward the 
scattered Lutherans. But since its members 
frequently were isolated from one another, the 
family became the basic unit for instruction. 
The house father was to teach in the home 
and instruct his children under the super- 
vision of a traveling missionary. In a sense, 
the family became the congregation; neverthe- 
less the family was obligated to join other 
families and form an “actual congregation” 
(p. 86). Separatism for Loehe was impos- 
sible, since he underscored that a separatist 
can be pious as little as a spiritual life can 
exist without love. On the other hand, Loehe 
warned against unionism and fraternization 
with those outside of the Church of the Augs- 
burg Confession. 


To what extent did Loehe continue to ex- 
ercise spiritual jurisdiction over his ‘‘mis- 
sioners”? When The Lutheran Church — 
Missouri Synod was organized in 1847 on 
the basis of a “congregational ’ church polity, 
Loehe expressed serious misgivings about the 
practicality of this arrangement. The danger 
existed, he pointed out, for “mob rule” to 
develop. However, he was unable to con- 
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vince his ‘missioners’ who had participated 
in the organization. Without rancor, Loehe 
stated that he had not been consulted when 
Craemer was transferred from Frankenmuth 
to Concordia College at Fort Wayne. He 
viewed this simply as proof that the “friends 
in North America” were becoming more in- 
dependent. 

The study is well documented, although 
the resources are somewhat limited and con- 
fined. Unfortunately the footnotes appear at 
the end and lose their effectiveness somewhat. 
Some 40 pages of appendix are devoted to the 
“Zuruf aus der Heimat an die deutsch- 
lutherische Kirche Nordamerikas” with the 
signatures. American resources and manu- 
scripts ate conspicuous by their absence. 

This is not a monograph which one reads 
hurriedly in survey fashion, but it must be 
studied. Schmidt presupposes a good back- 
ground knowledge of the history of the 
church covering the period from the late 
1830’s to the middle 1850’s, and addresses 
himself to the theological problems rather 
than to the analysis of cause and effect.

The transformation of the Middle West 
by the revolution in agriculture has changed 
the lives and community patterns of many Lu- 
therans, Scandinavian or German. T. F. Gul- 
lixson draws on rich memories of an Iowa 
boyhood and a Dakota manhood to formulate 
a poignantly written appraisal of the American 
way of life before the turn of the century. In 
The Valley Waits, published by Augsburg 
Publishing House, a mellow wisdom shines 
through. Perhaps the following excerpt will 
illustrate the tenor of the book: “If life is to 
be what it has been in America, many of us 
must be fostering the idea that making a life 
is more than making a living; that the family 
is God’s unit upon which both church and 
nation are founded; that a setting for home 
life where children are still an asset and not 
a financial liability cannot be far from God’s 
own purpose here.” (Pp. 92f.) 

A landmark book for Lutherans is the 
timely volume edited by Paul A. Zimmer- 
man and published by Concordia Publishing 
House, Darwin, Evolution, and Creation. 
A hundred years ago (1859) Charles Dar- 
win’s epoch-making book appeared. Raymond 
Surburg examines Darwin’s influence and finds 
it great, John Klotz admits that the theory 
of evolution raises problems. The editor ex- 
amines the “young earth,” rejects Usshet’s 
chronology, and with scientific seriousness in- 
vestigates modern theories, e. g., radiocarbon 
dating. Wilbert H. Rusch, too, takes a care- 
ful, scholarly look at problems with which 
Lutheranism must be concerned in this scien- 
tific age. These contributions of Lutheran 
men of science to the current scientific dialog 
are most welcome. Gss:

His study was published in Papers —

toph Berkenmeyer.” Montgomery 
says (p. 116): “The significance of 
Wittenberg’s Berkenmeyer library 
can hardly be overestimated. . . . 
Here one finds books on geographi- 
cal, scientific, philosophical, and liter- 
ary matters; pamphlets and periodi- 
cals recording the theological con- 
troversies of the time; sermons de- 
livered by prominent pastors and 
theologians; and bibliographic, exe- 
getical, and dogmatic publications of 
permanent value. The mere fact that 
many of the items in this collection 
of sixteenth-, seventeenth-, and 
eighteenth-century books cannot be 
found in the British Museum’s 
Catalogue of Printed Books indi- 
cates the potential wealth of material 
now made available through the 
present bibliographical description.”
